FIRE-SWEPT VALLEY. 


Suffered, 
While a Russian, Found Alive, is 
Raving Mad—Millions of Feet of 
Logs are Total Loss.

teen miles northeast of here, Sat- 
urday afternoon. 


| Sixty odd men and about twenty 


teams were trapped in Camp No. 14 
of the Elk Lumber Company, which 


; situated in a blind valley, and 


most difficult. 

Bight bodies have been picked up 
in the rear of the fire and the ter- 
rible agony the men endured is 
shown in their contorted features. 
Nicholas Muscovich, a Russian, was 
found alive, his eyes burned sight- 
less, and raving mad. His body was 
badly burned, all his clothing gone 
except his boots, but after being 
given firat aid, he recovered and 
urged the rescuers to leave him and 
help men he knew to be beyond 
him. With assistance he walked to 
the emergency hospital and was later 
brought to Fernie, where his death 
is hourly expected. 

Many of those on reaching points 
of safety were found to be tempo- 
rarily demented from the shock. 

Millions of feet of logs, the log- 
ging ratiroad and the bush camp 
building, together with equipment, 
horses and supplies, are a total loss. 


Ten fatalities is the lowest esti- 
mate. 

The fire was considerably checked 
by the heavy showers that fell last 
night but if the wind rises the blaze 
will be revived. 

The fire had been burning since 
Wednesday in the vicinity of the Elk 
Lumber Company camps, and after 
destroying two of the lower camps 
was yesterday morning, after a 
two-day fight, well in hand. no fur- 
ther damage being thought prob- 
able. 

Within an hour after relaxing 
their efforts, the almost exhausted 
fire fighters were required to respond 
to another alarm but they were 
powerless to even approach the fire. 

Doctors and relief parties were 
dispatched at once to the scene, but 
their efforts were practically un- 
availing. as thev were unable to 
approach to within an effective dis- 
taance of the fire zone. The escape 
of’ the majoritv of the men was mi- 
raculous. 

FIFTY MEN TRAPPED.

MASKED GERMANY 
FRANCE SEEKS CONQUEST. 


Chancellor Michaelis Tells Newspaper Men that Allies 
do not Seek Peace by Agreement and Understanding, 


but, Instead, by Enslavement of the Teutonic Peoples. 
‘Secret Paris Debate Referred to as Proof of Assertion. 


ERLIN, July 28 (via Copen- 
hagen) — Dr. George Michaelis, 


lor, Saturday summoned a large 
number of newspaper men, to whom 
he declared: 

“The speech of David Lioyd 
George, the British Premier, in 
Queen's Hall, London, and the re- 
cent debate in the British House of 
Commons again have proved with 
indisputable Blearness that Great 
Britain does not desire peace by 
agreement and understarding, but 
only a conclusion of the war which 
means the enslavement of Germany 
to the arbitrary violence of our 
enemies. 

“Proof of this may be seen in the 
fact that Sir Edward Carson (mem- 
ber of the British War Cabinet) re- 
cently declared in Dublin that ne- 
gotiations with Germany could be- 
xin only after the retirement of 
German troops beyond the Rhine. 
In response to a question put by 
Commoner Joseph Jing. A. Bonar 
Law, the spokesman of the British 
government in the House of Com- 
mons, modified this declaration by 
fixing the standpoint of the. British 
government as being that if Ger- 
many wanted peace she first must de- 
clare herself willing to evacuate th 
oceupled territories, 

SAYS HE HAS PROOF. 3

STUDENT OFFICERS TOLD. 


Secretary of State Indicts Kaiserdom 
for Bad Faith and Barbarity. _ 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WII ! 

ISON BARRACKS (N. Y.) July 29.—In a speech here 
tonight before 1700 members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
Secretary of State Robert Lansing, emphasizing the peril of Ger- 
man imperialism to the United States and the world, declared hie 
belief that the German people would not cast off the yoke of 
autocracy “until the physical might of the united democracies of 
the world has destroyed forever the evil ambitions of the military 
rulers of Germany.” That, he added, is the only way to restore 
the peace of the world. 

, Were every people on earth able to express their will there 
would be no wars of aggression,” he said, ano, if there were no 
wars of aggression, there would be no wars and lasting peace 


press their will is through democratic institutions. Therefore, 

when the world is made safe for democracy, when that great prin- 

ciple prevails, universal peace will be an accomplished fact. 
WHEN WILL:GERMANS AWAKEN? 

No nation of people will be more fit than the United States 
when that times comes. But it has not yet come. A great people, 
ruled in thought and word, as well as in deed, by the most sinister 
government of modern times, is straining every nerve to supplant 
democracy by the autocracy which they have been taught to wor- 
ship. When will the German people awaken to the truth? When 
will they arise in their might and cast off the yoke and become 
their own master? I fear that it will not be until the physical 
might of the united democracies of the world has destroyed 
forever the evil ambitions of the military rulers of Germany and 
liberty triumphs over its archenemy.” 
| Mr. Lansing sought to drive home to the student officers the 
righteousness of the cause for which they had volunteered to go to 
France and fight, asserting that America would win “because our 
cause is the cause of justice and of right and humanity.” 


PERFIDY OF KAISER’S GOVERNMENT. | 

The immediate cause of our war with Germany—the break- 
ing of her promises as to indiscriminate submarine warfare—has 
far deeper meaning. he sai which has been growing 
more evident as the war has progressed and which needed but this 
act of perfidy to bring it home to all thinking Americans. The 
evil character of the German government is laid bare before the 
world. We know now that that government is inspired with am- 
bitions which menace human liberty, and that to gain its end it 
does not hesitate to break faith, to violate the most sacred rights, _ 
or to perpetrate intolerable acts of inhumanity. 

PURPOSE OF BREAKING PROMISE. 

It needed but the words reported to have been uttered by 
the German Chancellor to complete the picture of the character of 
his government when he announced that the only reason why the 
intensified submarine campaign was delayed until February last, 
war that sufficient submarines could not be built before that time to 
make the attacks on commerce efficient. Do not realize that this 
means, if it means anything, that the promises to refrain from 
brutal submarine warfare, which Germany had made to the 
United States, were never intended to be kept, that they were only 
made in order to gain time in which to build more submarines, 
and that when the time came to act the German promises were un- 
hesitatingly torn to pieces like other ‘scraps of paper.’ 

RESULT OF DISCLOSURE. 

It is this disclosure of the character of the imperial German 
government which is the underlying cause of our entry into the 
war. We had doubted, or at least many Americans had doubted, 
the evil purposes of the rulers of Germany. Doubt remained no 
longer. In the light of events we could read the past and see that 
for a quarter of a century the absorbing ambition of the military 
oligarchy, which was the master of the German empire, was for 
world dominion.” 

Asserting that the future of the United States is at stake, 
Secretary Lansing said that if any of you have the idea 
are fighting others’ battles and not our own, the 
away from that idea the better it will be for him, the 
will be for all of us. 


IF GERMANY IS VICTOR. 
“Imagine Germany victor in Europe because the United 
States remained neutral. Who then, think you, would be the next 
victim of those who are seeking to be masters of the whole earth?

Would not this democracy be the only obstacle between auto- 
cratic rule of Germany and their supreme ambition? Do you 
think that they would withhold their hand from so rich a prize? 
“Every man who fights the arms of the German Emperor, 
goes forth to fight for his country and or the preservation of 
those things for which our forefathers were willing to die. Those 
who thus offer themselves we owe the same debt that we owe to 
those men who in the past fought on American soil in the cause 
of liberty.

Even in Switzerland, continues the 
report, the outlook is for a crop of 
less than the average size, unless 
the excellent results in the spring 
Lring up the total to normal. Rus- 
sia, in spite of late frosts and cold, 
feces a favorable situation on the 
whole and may hope for results 
equal at least to last year. 

The report then deals with the 
United States, and finds that pros- 
pective losses due to bad weather 
have been overcome 80 that the 
crop total may be expected to be 
about 2% per cent. better than last 
year, even though still 18 per cent. 
behind the average. 

Of Canada, the report says that 
the next crop may be counted upon 
ae 4 per cent, better than last year, 
and 16 per cent. better than the 
averagéd for the last five years. In 
India, concludes the report, the sit- 
uation is excellent, the production 
being 19 per cent. better than last 
year and 5 per cent. above the 
average.

Gov. Morten of Indiana bore 
worthily the X. great war 
Governor,” in Indianapolis he is 
by two statues, one 
at the east entrance of the State- 
house and the other in connection 
with the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Mon- 
ument. He quickly recognised the in- 
equality of this conscription act and 
on March 6, 1863, earnestly protest- 
ed against it to President scoln 
and Secretary of War Stanton. “I 
am satisfied,” he said, that the draft 
will not put into the ranks any per- 
son who ig not working with the 
Union party. Movements are already 
on feot in the secret societies of 
Indiana, and among the leaders of 
the disloyalists, to raise money to 
buy the exemption of every anti-war 
man who ma; be drafted, and who 
cannot raise the mon himself.

[BY A F. CORRESPONDENCE } 
WASHINGTON, J 24.—In a re- 
cent publication of Smithsonian 
Institution Dr. J. Walter Fewkes of 
the Bureau of American Bthnolosy 


toric human habitations discovered 
during what Dr. Fewkes calls 
“archaeological ecouting” in New 
Mexico and Utah during the sum- 
mer of 1916. In New Mexico the 
work undertaken was an attempt te 
verify existing legends of the migra- 
tions of a Hopi clan that once lived 
in @ ruined pueblo called Sikyatki. 
The legends say that the clan orig- 
inated in the mountains sround 


eventually destroyed and its inha- 
bitants absorbed by the conquerors, 
whose gescendants now live in Wal- 
pi. While the time was too short for 
Dr. Fewkes to trace the migration 
trail throughout its entire length, 
he studied Fire House, Arts, one 
of the stopping places on the west 
ward migration mentioned in the 
Hopi legends, and made a recon- 
noigsance of a number of heretofore 
undescribed ruins between Fire 
House and the ancestral home of 
the Hopi near Jemes.

Kin-a-a is exceptional, as there are 
evidences of four rooms superposed 
on the kiva, A possible explanation 
of this ts that there were four kivas, 
one above the other, to represent 
the underworlds in which the an- 
cestors of the human race lived in 
succession before emerging into that 
in which we now dwell. 
. Fewkes next visited the region 
south of Ouray, Utah, which is « 
land practically unknown to the 
archeologist. It is a rugged region 
composed of eroded cliffs and deep 
canyons and is so difficult of access 
that until recently few white men 
have ventured into it. The ten or 
twelve ruins visited were in the 
vicinity of Taylor’s lower ranch in 
Hill Canyon and are of an unusual 
and remarkable character. The 
ruins are of two types, the true” 
mushroom rock” ruins, which, as 
their name implies, are dwellings 
perched on the tops of isolated rock 
Pinnacles of which the base has 
been eroded away, and the ruins 
built on crown spurs of the mesa 
overlooking the canyon. It was not 
possible to examine the ground 
of many of the mushroom rock 
ruins, as the tops were inaccessible 
from the ground. The former in- 
habitants of these etrange dwellings 
must have reached the top by means 
of ladders, ropes, or footholes cut tn 
the rock. If the latter were used. 
they have since been eroded away. 
One of the most interesting of these 
ruins was one built on the top of a 
leaning pillar of rock which wae at 
such a perceptible angle that one 
side of the ruin barely falls within 
the line of stable equilibrium. The 
dwelling on the top of this pinnacle 
was entirely inaccessible, as it rose 
fifty feet from the base, which stood 
on a narrow ridge over 200 feet 
above the plain.

SYMPTOMS OF GREAT FATIGUE. 

“The debut, sometimes sudden, is 
insidious; the subject complains of 

ains all over—in his head, back, 
egs, with frontal or occipital head- 
ache, rachialgia and myalgia (pains 
in bones and muscles) and always 
elevation of temperature, sometimes. 
101 to 102 degresss He has chills, 
coated tongue, and distaste for food. 
but demands drink. The headache is 
almost alWays accompanied by ver- 
tigo and roaring in the ears; the eyes 
may be bioodshot. The myalgia is 
most pronounced in the hips and 
legs and not infrequently the patient 
in 


his face is haggard, and a hectic 
flush covers his cheeks. His eyes 
are brilliant and restless, or heavy, 
lustreless, and dead. Some give a 
history of or have epistaxis (nose 
bleed,) and sometimes vesicles (blist- 
ers) appear upon the lips. 

“These symptoms last from three 
to six days. The temperature oscil- 
lates, but under the influence of a 

risk purge (if constipated) and 
quinine, falis to normal, in the bad 
cases possibly to subnormal; but the 
pains in the bones and muscles per- 
sist and the patient is greatly fa- 
tigued or prostrated. This usually 
disappears, however, with rest. 

“The syniptomatology makes the 
doctor think of grip, pneumonia, ty- 
phoid, paratyphoid, rheumatism or 
malaria. 


“Sometimes, in spite of the abate- 
ment of the fever and other dis- 
quieting symptoms, the patient seems 
to lose strength. He complains of 
the continued pains in the lumbar 
region and legs and neuralgia all 
over. He complains of muscular 
asthenia, (weakness) and is without 
force or energy, to which may be 
added gastro-intestinal atony, (re- 
laxation.) 

“There is no doubt that most cases 
are the result of a considerable pe- 
riod of resistance and evolution, 
in the course of which the con- 
tirrued exercise, physical and mental 


fatigue have so depleted the func- | ™ the 


tional vitality that the waste prod- 
ucts are imperfectly eliminated and 
the subject is poisoned by autotozins, 
which are doubtless active agents in 
the upsetting of the thermic equilib- 


rium, producing the fever of fa- 
tigue, the professional malady of 
the soldier.”

Such announcements as “the Min- 
istry of War requires women for of- 
fice and warehouse duties at a com- 
mencing salary of 400 £piasters 
(equivalent to normally about $19) 
a month,” emanating from the de- 
partment of Imperial Posts, Tele- 
graphs and Telephones, the Turk- 
ih Red nt 
Cross,) the railway companies and 
the municipality can now be read 
daily in the papers of the Turkish 
capital, says the writer quoted, The 
notices particularily add that the 
candidate must present a written 
statement from the head of her fam 
ily that she has been given permis- 
sion to accept such work. 

They are signs of the tes. 
tifying to the prevailing dislocation 
of ordinary life, in Turkey. Women 
are not only permitted, but openly 
invited, to come and do men’s work, 
beside and among men, and even in 
public. Moreover, they are offered 
immediately a salary of $19 a month, 
while, in ordinary times, a male be- 
ginner had to serve the first few 
months for nothing. 

Since the beginning of the war, liv- 
ing at Constantinople has become 
two or three times as dear as be- 
fore, and longer hours are worked 
even in the public departments. 
Nevertheless, the conservative Old 
Turk cannot yet bring himself to 
grant his womenfolk the permission 
required by the government. 

The more levies of young and 
older men are called to the colors, 
however, the greater the need of 
substitute labor becomes. Women

Mt. Wilson Savant Telis of Dis- 
covery of New Heavenly 
Denizen. 


When Prof. George Ritchey | 
of the Mt. Wilson Solar Ob- 
servatory compared a recent 
photograph of the constella- 
tion Cephus, in the northern 
heavens, with one taken a 
year ago, he discovered a tiny 
speck not on the other. It 
was the discovery of a “new” 
star, as yet unnamed, but be- 
lieved to be of the fourteenth 
magnitude. It is the only new 
star discovered in five years. 
No observations have yet been 
made to determine its prob- 
able size or distance from the 
earth. 

Until recently Prof. Ritchey 
gave practically all his time 
to the work of grinding the 
100-inch mirror which will be

“Now that my submarine is com- 
pleted and works exactly as I 
planned it should, I am about the 
most pleased person in the city,“ 
Mr. Morton said. “I am like a 
small boy who views the result of 
his labors with approval. Of course, 
there have been many inventions 
since the outbreak of the present 
war, and many good ones, and I be- 
lieve firmly that my machine will be 
accepted by the Navy Department 
and put to good use at sea. 

My practical as well as scientific 
knowledge of submarines and their 
operations, and realizing the need 
of such an agent of destruction, 
prompted me to direct my efforts 
toward a successful machine of this 
kind. During the two years that I 
have been at work perfecting the 
submarine, I have altered my 
original ideas many times, and each 
time to advantage. I now am sure 


8 I know that I could oper- 
ate one of these submarines against 
an enemy fleet and do untold dam- 
age before being discovered, and if 
I can do this, there is no reason 
why others cannot do the same 
thing. It is this idea which leads 
me to believe that before many 
more months my submarine. will 
have been accepted by the Navy 
Department and many of them un- 
der way of construction for use 
against the enemy powers, 

“This submarine,” Mr. Morton 
continued, “will do anything that a 
present-day submarine, manned by 
a corps of officers and a crew, will 
do. About the only thing it can't 
do, compared with the German sub- 
marines, is to send a captain on 
deck to watch innocent women and 
children drown.

ROYAL TALISMANS. 
— 


The Kaiser ts said to Pin His Faith 
on Two of Them. 
[Jewelers’ Circular Weekly:] 
Kings are neither better nor woree 
than ordinary human beings, when 


in this respect. From the days when 


death by drowning, 


lets and talismans to protect them 
from danger and ensure them good 


Even the Kaiser has his amulets 
and, according to all accounts, 
Places as much faith in them as 
Gondebaud, King of Burgundy, 1400 
years ago, placed in the piece of the 
finger of St. Sergius, he wore at- 
tached to his wrist on going into 
battle. 

The Kaiser pins his faith, it is ro- 
ported, to two mascots or talismans, 
one a massive gold ring in which 
is set a square, dark-colored stone 
of unknown character, which he 
wears night and day on the middle 
finger of his left hand. ‘These mas- 
cots are highly treasured. 

The ring, known as Hohenzol- 
lern’s luck, is the subject of various 
legends. One has it that a great 
toad dropped the stone on the bed 
of the wife of a royal ancestor in 
remote ages, just after she had giv- 
en birth to a son. Another. which 
is more probable, is that ft 16 spoil 
of the crusades in the Holy Land 
where so much that is mystical is 
said to have originated, and that it 
was taken from the finger of Saladin 
the Great, after a hard-fought bat- 
tle under the walls of Jerusalem, by 
the Margrave Ulrich of Nuremberg, 
one of the Kaiser’s ancestors. It 
was a guarantee of good fortune and 
a protector against evil for the 
Margrave and his descendants ex- 
cept during the evil days, between 
1786 and 1819. when it was lost, 
with results calamitous to Prussian 
arms. Since its recovery, it has 
never been allowed to leave the pos- 
session of the head of the Prussian 
royal house, and fust at present 
We can imagine His Majesty, Wil- 
liam II, takine perticular care of it. 

The other talisman to which the 
Kaiser is said to ascribe equal vir- 
tue, a epray of four-leaved clover, 
was presented to King William, his 
royal grandfather, by the Ifttle 
daughter of a court official. who 
had found it in the roval park at 
Kebelsburg. The old king-emperor 
carried it through the victesitudes 
of the Franco-Prussian war until 
the crowning victorv of Sedan, and 
his successor treasures ft just as 
faithfully. 

After all, kings are but human, 
and it is onlv a matter of a few 
steps up or down in rank between 
the monarch, who has his lucky ring 
or clover spray, and the dark who 
Pins his faith as a mascot to the left 
hind foot of a arevevard rabbit. 


Learning to Ride.

ANUAL EXPLAINS 
PROPER SALUTING. 


HOW AND WHY OF COURTESY 
IS MADE PLAIN. 


Compliments Unnecessary in Pub- 
lic Conveyances, Where it may 


Proper saluting is one of the first 
forms of military courtesy the re- 
cruit must learn. In the book com- 
piled by Capt. A. L. James, en- 
titled “Selective Service Manual,” 
the principal rules for salute are 
explained and there are over a score 
in number. 

The following is a brief sum 
of some of the rules: 

When an officer enters a room 


where there are several enlisted men, 
the word “attention” is given by 
some. one who perceives him, when 
all rise, uncover and remain stand- 
ing at attention until the officer 
leaves the room or directs other- 
wise. Enlisted-men at meals stop 
eating and remain seated at at- 
tontion. 

An enlisted man, if seated, rises 
on the approach of an officer, faces 
toward him, stands at attention, and 
salutes. Standing he faces an offi- 
cer for the same purpose. If the 
parties remain in the same place 
or on the same ground, such com- 
pliments need not be repeated.

In ctvilian dress, covered or un- 
covered, officers and enlisted men 
salute militarv persons with 
right-hand salute. 

A man in formation shall not Sa- 
ute when directly addressed, but 
shall come to attention if at rest or 
at ease. 

In public conveyances, such as 
railway trains and street cars, and 
in public places, such as theaters, 
honors and personal salutes may be 
omitted when palpably tnappropri- 
ate or apt to disturb or annoy civil- 
fans present. 

Salutes and honors, as a rule are 
not paid by troops actually engaged 
in arm. on the march, or in the 
field under campaign or simulated 
campaign conditions. Troops on 
the service of security pay no com- 
pliments whatever.

DR. C. S. PATTON. 


Church Welcomes Man Who's 
to Take its Pastorate. 


Also Cordial Greetings from 
Brother Ministers. 


To Begin Permanent Work 
Here Next November. 


A spontaneous ovation in honor 
of Dr. C. S. Patton, the new pastor 
of the First Congregational Church, 
was given by a great congregation 
in that church yesterday morning. 
When Dr. Patton entered the audi- 
torium and proceeded to the ros- 
trum, there was a lively demonstra- 
tion; the audience rose and hun- 


dreds of handkerchiefs waved an 
enthusiastic welcome. Immediately 
after Dr. Patton appeared in the 
— Dr. Morris H. Turk, pastor of 

estminster Congregational Church 
of Kansas City, and for two 
years co-pastor here with Dr. Wil- 
liam Horace Day, followed, and 
again the congregation rose and ten- 
dered a second salute to Dr, Turk. 

Many Congregationalists from 
outside towns were present. The 
Long Beach Congregational Church 
the express 
purpose of presenting fraternal 
greetings to Dr. Patton and brought 
with it a letter of cordial welcome 
from their pastor, Dr. Henry Ken- 
dall Booth. Seated in the congrega- 
tion were many ministers, among 
them Dr. Robert R. Meredith of 
Pasadena, Rev. Ernest H. Tippet of 
Cleveland, Dr. William Brooks, Rev. 
G. A. Rawson, Rev. Lee San Hong, 
pastor of the Chinese branch of the 
church; Rev. C. 8. Billings and oth- 
ers. 

Just before beginning his sermon, 
Dr. Patton referred in a few words 
to his warm welcome here. With 
quite characteristic modesty he said 
that he was too much embarrassed 
by the kindness shown him by the 
church, and by the confidence ex- 
pressed in the call to its pastorate 
to trust himself to say very much, 
but he declared how seriously and 
how gladly he had received it all. 
He observed that whereas he can- 
not formally accept the call until 
he returns to his church in Colum- 
bus, he will do so as n as he 
has presented his formal resignation 
there and has been released, He will 
then return to Los Angeles to 
take up his rmanent work here 
about November 1. 


THE SERMON. 


The subject of Dr. Patton’s ser- 
mon was “Deep Calleth Unto Deep.” 
He said, in part: 

“A certain part of the life of every 
man is on the surface. Even in the 
shallow man there is k good deal 
more that is down below—known 
only to the man himself, and but 
occasionally seen or felt even by 
him. Our real motives—those by 
which we live—are hidden most of 
the time, even from our own eyes. 
Years ago, for instance, you made up 
your mind what you would live for. 
It may have been the service of God, 
or the search for the truth, or the 
love of praise and popularity, or a 
good appearance, or success in your 
business-—whatever it was, you do 
not think of it often now, and like 
as not never speak of it to anyone. 
It is like a stake that you drove 
down deep into your mind long ago. 
All your life since then you have 
been measuring your progress by it. 

“In our intellectual life it is the 
same. The larger part of it is always 
below the surface. Years ago you 
thought out certain great questions 
—the tariff, the single tax, the in- 
carnation, the atonement. You hear 
men now discussing one of these 
questions and the little tip-end of 
the long, laborious process of your 
thought sticks up through your con- 
sciousnese—enough to guide you and 
tell where you are, and you re- 
member that you worked it out. 
great process itself is 
buried like a pyramid in the sand. 

“It is so with our ideals. Some 
time or other you painted for your- 
self the picture of the man you were 
going to be: you hung it up in your 
heart out of the dust and the dirt, 
and once in a long while when you 
can get time you stop and look 
at it to see how near you 
have come to it, and then you 
go to work again. We see the 
chips vou make and the rude, half- 
finished image which you finally 
succeed in forming, but we do not 
see the pattern by which you work. 
That is a part of the life that is be- 
low the surface. 


BURIED FEDBRLINGS. 


“There is also in every one of us 
a buried life of feeling. Once in a 


while a man wears his heart on his 


sieeve, but it isn’t common. Most 
of us find this arrangement too 
wearing and too inconvenient. We 


cannot be forever entangled and 
tripped up by this accumulation of 
sentiment.

TUBER GROWERS BLAMED 
MARKET TROUBLES. 


ALIFORNIA potato growers are 
themselves largely to blame 

for their inability to market 
their crops of early potatoes and 
that farmers must be at least “25 
per cent.” honest if they are to have 
the co-operation of distributors and 
consumers in disposing of their big 
output of tubers, according to a dec- 
laration of the Weyl-Zuckerman 
Company, one of the largest potato 
distributing and commission houses 
in San Francisco, in an open letter 
addressed jointly to the State Coun- 
cil of Defense and to the State 
Market Directory, and received by 
them yesterday. 
The letter, said to express the 
views of a large number of commis- 
sion men, is intended as a denial of 
recent charges made by potato 
growers that many commission 
houses were refusing to buy pota- 
toes from growers becaune of hav- 
ing stocked up with tubers pur- 
chased at higher prices earlier in 
the season, and which had to be 
sold at higher prices to prevent loss, 
and also to the charge that dis- 
tributors were systematically beat-

der to discourage fall planting, and 
that at the same time they were 
secretly contracting for large acre- 
ages of fall and winter potatoes over 


which they would have complete 
control.

Urges Shotguns for Trenches. 

[Mobile Register:] According to 
United States Commissioner Jere 
Austil, automatic shotguns should 
prove of inestimable value to trench 
defenders in terrain fiehting on the 
war front. Mr. Austil says that 
probably 95 per cert. of the men 
enlisted in the service or Hable to 
conscription are familiar with the 
use of the shotgun, while a much 
smaller percentage are accustomed 
to shooting a rifle of the caliber 
and size of the army rifle. 

Mr. Austil says that a magazine 
shotgun can discharge six shells in 
between two and two and one-half 
seconds, while the soldier can aim 
and fire the magazine of six shells in 
twelve seconds. The commisstoner 
inclines to the belief that trench de- 
fenders equipped with shotguns of 
approved type could halt almost any 
kind of trench attack that ma be 
made as the force of the shells 
striking the advancing soldier and 
the rapidity with which they are 


a formidable weapon. 


Turkey's Shining Stone.

GOLDEN TRADE GETTING 
PAST LOCAL MERCHANTS. 


Little Benefit Only Being Derived by Los Angeles Busi- 


ness Men from Government's Great Purchases of Sup- 


plies for Army on this Coast—Great Warehouse Here 
‘Bulges with Goods from Other Sources. 


| N IMMENSE fireproof ware- 
A house located on East Ninth 

Street is the. nucleus from 
which thousands of Sammies on 
the Pacific Coast are receiving sup- 
plies of food and clothing and equip- 
ment. Through the doorways of 
this building there are daily passing 
loads of goods that represent thou- 
sands of dollars, This means fine 
profits are going into the tills of 
many merchants and business men— 
but the sad truth of the matter is 
that Los Angeles business men are 


getting little benefit from that 
source. 
Why? This is the pertinent ques- 


tion, and the answer, if truthfully 
given, must be that the local business 
concerns have not fully awakened to 
their golden opportunity for a vast 
increase in trade. 

From the warehouse on Ninth 
street the depot quartermaster will 
issue clothing and rations for the 
Linda Vista cantonment. The men, 
numbering close to 30,000, will be 
stationed there by September 1, and 
they will be fed and clothed, regard- 
less of where the supplies are pur- 


chased. 
ALL SAME TO HIM. 


It makes no material difference to 
the depot quartermaster whether he 
purchases needed supplies in Los 
Angeles or some eastern city—but it 
does make a vast difference to the 
local business concerns, Yet it must 
be discouraging to this official to find 
he is not receiving the full support 
and co-operation of the merchants of 
his district and that they fail to 
make any strong effort to carry in 
their stocks those items which they 
know, or are able to ascertain, that 
he requires. 

In discussing this subject yester- 
day, Sale, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, which organ- 
ization has made a consistent effort 
to arouse local interest in bidding 
on army supplies, said: 

“The printed specifications and 
conditions for subsistence supplies, 
United States Army, issued under 
date of March 17, a copy of which 
is available to any firm interested, 
gives in detail the ration articles re- 
quired. In all they number 116 
items. The names are very plainly 
set forth. The specifications given 
are very clear. The size of package 
and all necessary information is 
printed in most readable form. 

In addition to the ration articles 
there is also set forth a list con- 
taining over 260 sales articles, all 
of which are purchased and carried 
in stock by the depot quartermas- 
ter. It is, however, the ration ar- 
ticles to which our merchants should 
turn their earnest attention. 


ABIDE BY RULES. 


“Depot quartermasters are per- 
sonal representatives, so to speak, 
of the quartermaster- general. They 
are bound in their actions by rules 
and regulations prescribed with a 
view of bringing about as great a 
uniformity in all of the depots as‘is 
possible. Their specifications cover- 
ing supplies are very explicit, and 
any merchant § strictly adhering 
thereto will experience no difficulty 
in his dealinks with, the quartermas- 
ter.“ 


“A word with the quartermaster 
means exactly the same as the same 


word means to any other person. 
When a merchant states that he can 
make immediate delivery, the word 
immediate to the quartermaster 
means the instant he, the quarter- 
master, calls for deliveries; not ten 
Gays later. ‘As per sample’ means 
tu the quartermaster that the goods 
to be delivered will te identical with 
the sample submitted with the bid; 
not something different, even though 
it be of better quality. 
EMPLOY AN EXPERT. 

“Probably one of the best methods 
to be followed by merchants in bid- 
ding to furnish the government 
with supplies to designate some 
one person fully conversant with 


this work. It might be termed a 
‘government department,’ just as 
they would engage an export man- 
ager to take care of an export de- 
partment. This person should make 
himself known to the depot quarter- 
master or the proper assistant in 
the depot quartermaster’s office, 
where he will obtain full informa- 
tion concerning the methods of pro- 
cedure. His personal acquaintance 
will make it possible for him to work 
in greater harmony, to obtain more 
detailed information, ‘and his activi- 
ties, properly directed, will result in 
greater satisfaction, both to his firm 
and to the government. 

“The good policy of such a’ plan 
is very evident when one stops to 
consider the confusion which results 
from several salesmen going at dif- 
ferent times to the quartermaster’s 
office to confer in regard to differ- 
eut items in which the firm might 
be interested.” 

ARE ANXIOUS, 

That the merchants, manufactur- 
ers and jobbers of Los Angeles are 
ready and waiting to furnish sup- 
plies for the army camps in South- 
ern California, was the statement 
yesterday of B. G. Judah, president 
of the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. High army officials 
have entertained the idea, Mr. 
Judah stated, that it was not possi 
ble for the merchants of this city to 
furnish the enormous amounts of 
goods necessary and in such sizes as 
may be needed. However, through 
the association, Mr. Judah asserted, 
a surprise is in store for all per- 
sons who are of the opinion that no 
foresight was exercised by local 
merchants in this respect. They can 
furnish anything, in any quantity 
and at any time, and are prepared 
in every way to bid successfully 
against competitors in any part of 
the country. 

That Los Angeles will be called 
upon to furnish most of the supplies 
for the Linda Vista 
not doubted, Mr. Judah stated, and 
when proposals begin flowing in to 
jobbers, wholesalers and retailers 
from the quartermaster’s depot, of- 
ficials will be more than surprised 
to find that every effort has been

HY THIS OPPOSITION? 35 

The great growth of Los Angeles in 
recent years has been of tremendous im- 
portance to the railroads. The Southern 
Pacific, the Salt Lake and the Santa Fe 
have received vast sums in freight and 
passenger rates from the people and mer 
chants of this city. The Pacific Plectric 
Rallway has obtained millions upon mil- 
lions from the people of Los Angeles and 
vicinity and if it hasn't paid a dividend yet 
that is obviously not the fault of the pa- 


trons of the road. In addition, the growth 


of Los Angeles has caused a great increase 
in the value of land and persons interested 
in the Pacific Electric have made fortunes 
out of land near the company’s tracks. 

Yet we find that these three roads, which 
owe to Los Angeles whatever prosperity! 
they may enjoy in this section, are dellb-

chants? It is true that the government is 
asking for bids on a large amount of sup- 
plies, and it is equally certain that the 
business men of Los Angeles are sitting 
up nights figuring out how they may secure 
lucrative contracts. An opportunity like 
the present seldom occurs and nobody 
really wants it to happen again. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that 
the government imposeg a number of con- 
ditions that, in some cases, make it some 
what difficult for local men to submit bids 
which are likely to be successful in com- 
petition with great sources of supply else 
where. 

Los Angeles merchants are not asleep. 
All of them are busy and are making prep- 
arations to get busier still. They may be 
relied on not to overlook the many oppor 
tunities which are being presented to them. 
But before they can afford to enter into 
contracts with the government they must 
be absolutely certain that they can fulfill 
any obligations, otherwise they will lose 
money instead of making it. It isn’t every- 
body that takes a war order who gets rich. 
Merchants must survey the field well before 
they commit themselves. They have to be 
sure before they can go ahead. The stuff 
they bind themselves to supply must be 
in sight first, otherwise they invite dis- 
aster. 


YMBOLS AND SYSTEMS. ; 

Speaking of a prominent military leader 
in Europe, a citizen of Los Angeles whose 
intelligence should have supplied him the 
answer to his own question recently asked: 
“Why is it that a man of such remarkable 
intellect, a man whose ideals are so lofty, 
who loves his country and all humanity and 
who would not set his foot upon a helpless 
insect—why is it that he places himself at 
the head of a great aggregation of men for 
the purpose of wounding and killing his 


fellow beings?” The answer is not hard 


to find if one takes the trouble to delve a 
little beneath the surface of things and look 
at conditions as they are. It might be asked: 
How can a man who loves wife and children 
and home absent himself from the bosom 
of his family all day and sometimes late into 
the night to stand behind the counting desk 
or in factory or office, or to work for the 
welfare of a State or, perchance, to sit in 
the President’s chair and busy himself ! 
writing messages to Congress. | 

He who holds any public position, 
whether it be counting money or wrangling 
with a Congress, or whether he be engaged 
in the business of killing, is not so much 
a personality as he is a representative of 
the people who have placed him there. Be 
cause all the world is to some extent com- 
metcial there must be bankers who handle 
the money of the world for the world. Be-, 
cause every individual of a nation is not 
wise enough or strong enough to be a law 
unto himself there must be government, 
and if there be government there must be 
governors. Because there are vital issues 
in the world which men seem to be unable 
to solve without war there must be sol- 
diers, and as long as there is a necessity 
for soldiers there must be men to lead 
them. 3 

The leaders in high places are not alto 
gether responsible for their thoughts or 
their actions and cannot be. They are 
creatures of circumstance and time and are 
merely representative of the spirit and 
thought and action of those organizations 
of men and women who, willing to shirk 
individual authority and responsibility, 
center their combined forces and feelings 
upon one man or set of men whom they call 
President or Congress, Emperor or Duma. 
Kaiser or Reichstag. For, although there 
are many who would fain believe otherwise. 
the heads of a nation are invariably repre- 
sentative of the spirit of that nation and 
exist only by the consent of or because of 
the commanding forces of the people. Every 
President of these United States from 
Washington to Wilson has represented, not 
each individual of the country but the 
spirit of the people as a whole and of 
the particular time and circumstances that 
marked his administration. 

When the time is ripe for war, when 
there is no other alternative, then neither 
Congress nor the President can 


| from a declaration of hostilities. These men

represent the people not so much because 
they desire to do so but because they must. 
If our judges are corrupt, it is evidence of 
the general corruption of the state If 
there be a blundering Senate or Congress 
it is because the people lacked judgment 
and blundered in their selection of law- 
makers. “My people are gone into cap- 
tivity,” said the prophet, “because they have 
no knowledge.” No tyrant can conquer a 
people who are truly free. Perhaps Nero 
Was nothing in himself. He was at least 
largely the outgrowth of Roman tyranny 
and oppression. Christians had been mar 
tyred before Nero was crowned. Lust and 
greed were not confined to royalty, but had 
their roots in the hearts of the populace 
and, like poisonous blossoms of the tropics, 


ame to flower in the appearance of the in- 
cendiary monarch. 


In Germany today there lives a ruler who, 
while not representing all the people of his 
empire, still is the symbol of a system 
which the people as a whole, having nes 
lected national issues, submitting to op 
pression and fostering a false philosophy, 
have brought upon themselves. This sys- 
tem is called Prussianism and, like the old 
man of the sea on Sinbad’s back, sits 
astride the shoulders of Germany, smiling 
when his victim weeps. It is for Germany 
to make a mighty effort and rid herself of 
this burden and, in the only possible way, it 
is for the nations to assist her, even at 
the risk of wounding Germany herself while 
striking at the creature who otherwise will 
strangle her to death. 


AYMENT OF INDEMNITITES. 

There are two kinds of indemnities— 
national and individual. The national in- 
demity is a lump sum which the vanquished 
nation pays to the victor nation to reim- 
durse the latter for the cost of war—such 
as the $1,000,000,000 paid by France to Ger 
many at the close of the Franco-Prussian 
war. Such an indemnity may also be paid 
in territory—such as the cession by France 
to Germany of Alsace-Lorraine or the ces- 
sion by Spain to the United States of Porto 
Rico, Guam and the Philippines. 

Private indemnities are paid by a nation 
to individuals of another nation who have 
been despoiled of property—-such as the 
payment by Great Britain of $15,000,000 in 
settlement of the Alabama claims; the pay- 
ment by Russia for the damages she in- 
flicted by seizing American sealers, and the 
payment by France of $3,000,000 for depre- 
dations upon American shipping — which 
latter payment, by the way, the sufferers 
never received, for the United States, hav- 
ing collected it, kept it in her treasury and 
those entitled to it were never able to 
wrest it from the grasp of Uncle Sam. 

It is useless to even consider the pay- 
ment by Germany to the Entente Allies of 
any public indemnity in money, for Ger 
may is utterly and hopelessly bankrupt and 
in desperate financial stress. Whether the 
war shall continue for years or be termi- 
nated in months, in either event this dis- 
tress must continue and increase. Mr. E. 
A. Bradford, the financier, in a recent article 
says: The question is, how long can she 
endure the economic pressure fought off 
thus far by wonderfully skilled finance, 
which cannot keep totals from rising to 
incredible sums.” The first war credit was 
tor $1,250,000,000. The eighth credit, in 


1917, was for 88.780, 000.000. The total is. 


now a little short of $20,000,000,000— 
79,000,000,000 marks. The Reichstag is at 
this writing demurring to the grant of a 
supplementary credit which would bring 
the total up to 94,000,000,000 marks. That 
is within 6,000,000 marks of the total which 
the president of the Reichstag has stated 
that Germany could endure. “When Ger- 
many’s interest charge exceeds her annual 
increase of wealth, or about $2,000,000,000, 
her collapse is certain, for the strain would 
be unendurable.” He adds that the inter 
est alone on the public loans is $747,000; 
000: more than the total taxation for the 
year before the war, and that she has been 
borrowing part of her interest—the surest 
road to ruin known to finance. “The Ger- 
man calculation of collapse is brought ap- 
preciably nearer by the certainty that the 
annual increase of wealth is reduced by the 
war and the belief that there are certainly 
several billions of floating debt.” . 

But while the payment by Germany to 
the Entente Allies of an indemnity for the 
cost of the war is utterly impossible, yet 
such is not the case with what may be 
classed as private indemnities. 

The London Statist says:

dispute that all damage done, say in the 
occupled provinces of France, in Belgium, 
in Serbia, and so on, ought to be made good 
to the uttermost farthing. If Germany is 
allowed to burn down private houses, to 
massacre the inhabitants and to kill their 
cattle, then future governments meditating 
a war of revenge will feel that they may 
safely run the risk. If, on the contrary, 
every penny that can be taken hold of is 
used to the uttermost farthing to compen- 
sate for all damage done, future govern- 
ments will think twice before they engage 
in a fresh war of revenge.“ 

Germany has property which may de 
looked upon as available for paying priyate 
indemnities. There are the government- 
owned railroads. These the German gov- 
ernment should be made to hand over to 
the last mile to help make good the losses 
inflicted upon private individuals in France, 


Serbia and Belgium. The government bank | 


—the Seehandlung—owns vast property in 
lands, mines, shipping, etc. There are other 
properties which could be turned in to help 
pay indemaities, and one of the first acts 
of the Entente Allies and the United States 
after the war ceases should be the ap- 
pointment of special commissions for the 
purpose of ascertaining what amount Ger- 
many is capable of paying for the injuries 


she has inflicted upon individuals, the ships 
she has sunk, the houses and shops she has 


burned and the fields she has ravaged—all 
in defiance of international law, which for 
bids the destruction of private property be- 
longing to noncombatants.

WHERE WEBSTER LIVED. 


Famous Boston Hostelry will Soon 
be Razed. 

[Boston Advertiser.) Boston will 
s00n witness the passing of one of its 
famous institutions. The United 
States Hotel, celebrated as a hostel-¢ 
ry more than ninety-three years, has 
been sold for $1,000,000, and in its 
place will in the near future be 
erected a fireproof building adapted 
to the shoe and leather business. 

In its picturesque history the 
United States Hotel had housed such 
famous personages as Daniel Web- 
ster and Rufus Choate and bears up- 
on ite old registers the names of 
men famous in Massachusetts poli- 
tics and many merchants from Eng- 
land, Turkey and Cuba. 

The United States Hotel out 
Was organized in 1836 by Urial N. 
Crocker and others, largely through 
the efforts of Daniel Webster, whose 
offices were near the site. Webster 
lived in the hotel a number of years. 

ANTEDATES STEAM CARS. 


The Beach-street hostelry ante- 
dates the steam railroad. For many 
years the house was the largest ho- 
tel in Boston. In the old days its 
reputation for comfort and conven- 
lence was a byword among traveling 
men and famous visitors to this city. 

Charles Dickens was entertained 
there more than seventy years ago 
by Chartes Sumner. In the early 
days the entire structure was lighted 
by candles and whale-oil lamps. 

The hotel was built before the 
days of elevators and for this reason 
was only four stories high. Its orig- 
inal front on Beach street still 
stands, but additions known as the 
“Texas” and the “Oregon” were 
built when those States were admit- | 
ted to the Union. 

In the old days connoisseurs of 
painting were wont to roam through 
the building, which contained fine 
examples of the modern school. A 
gorgeous painting, “Under the 
Dome,” by A. Wiedenbach, always 
attracted a great, deal of attention. 
Many of the paintings in this history | 
Boston landmark are oddly framed.. 

In the heat of the great Boston 
fire of 1872 the United States Hotel 
was spared. But now a more pow- 
erful opponent has approached.

The Union Ol Company and the 
Independent O11 Producers’ Agency 
have been served by Attorney Alfred 
L. Black, representing several mem- 
bers of the agency dissatisfied with 
the present contracts and operating 
methods of the organization, with 
ten demands, the carrying out of 
which would involve departures from 


the present and past policy of the 
agency. Most of the demands have 
te do with the price paid for oll to 
the members, but there are other 
matters tncluded. 

The price now paid agency mem- 
hers is 85 cents a barre] and it will 
not exceed this figure.during the cur- 
rent year. After January 1, 1918, 
under the recently revised contract, 
the Agency may elect either to 
take from the Union Oil Company 
the current field price paid by the 
Standard to producers or the price 
received by the Union from con- 
summers, less pipe-line charges and 
tank steamer transportation charges. 
The several dissatisieqd companies 
represented by Mr. Black contend 
that this is contrary to the letter 
and spirit of the law and of the 
original contract between the Union 
Oil Company and the members of the 
egency. This contract binds the 
Union Oil Company as selling agent 
to sell the oll at the highest mar- 
ket price obtainable. It Is con- 
tended by the agency that this clause 
leaves it optional with the selling

he records of the Emma Mining 
Company show that back in the 
70˙ Dr. Rossiter W. Raymond, 
one of the most distinguished 
mining engineers and geologists 
of America, described 
sovernment report “as the most 
remarkable deposit of argentiferous 
ore ever opened up.” The opera- 
tions that are now going on are a 
continuation of one of the most ro- 
mantic stories in modern mining 
history, that of the rediscovery of 
the faulted section of the old Em- 
ma ore body. After producing near- 
ly $11,000,000, the Emma ore bodies 
suddenly literally ran up against a 
blank wall in the early 70's. Geo- 
logical science at that time was not 
able to determine what modern 
geologists discovered: that instead 
of having “pinched out,” the thing 
that had happened was a slip or 
fault in the rocks and if the direc- 
tion of this slip could be ascer- 
tained the missing part of the ore 
body could be found.

Though somewhat exceeding the 
expectations of the financial district, 
the government's plans for war 
financing will find ready acceptance 
by business men in every part of the 
country, and their co-operation may 
be confidently counted on in order 
to insure the success of this giant 
project. It now develops that th 
War revenue bill is to be so revised 
as to include an additional] credit of 
$5,000,000,000, making with the 
sums already authorized and partly 
subscribed, a total of $12,000,000,- 
000 for the first year of the war. 

The extent to which our resources 
are to be pledgéd in the “war for 
democracy” may be appreciated 
from the fact that Great Britain, for 
the three years in which she has 
been engaged in the struggle, has 
expended $25,000,000,000, an aver 
age of $8,333,000,000 a year, or 44 


per cent. less than our contem- 
plated outlay. 
The raising of these vast sums 


must be done by resort both to bor- 
rowing and special taxation, and 
further issues of Liberty bonds will 
be necessary even after the $3,000 - 
600,000 authorized have been ab- 
sorbed. It will also be necessary to 
revise upward the taxation sched- 
ules, especially the tax on excess 
and “war” profits, which some gov- 
ernment experts believe have suc- 
cessfully side-stepped their just por- 
tion of tribute to the national ex- 
chequer. Some statisticians even go

The national banks 
may as well bid good-by to the 
gold because if they call for any 
portion of their reserves, they wiil 
receive Reserve Bank notes instead 
of gold. 

The Reserve Bank lobby last 
month secured another change in the 
law, allowing reserve notes to be is 
sued with only 40 per cent. gold back 
of them and the joke of it is that 
the New York reserve banks issued 
notes with but 55 per cent. gold 
back of them a few days before the 
law was passed; it evidently had ad- 
vance information. In fact, some of 
these reserve banks have had notes 
circulated in violation of the law for 
two years. 

The amendments lobbied through 
Congress by Mr. McAdoo and his 
associates now furnish the ma- 
chinery for these reserve banks to 
flood the country with uncovered 
paper currency. They have per- 
fected a system which connects the 
government with paper currency 
sues about the same way it is done 
in Italy, where the surrency is worth 
but 35 cents on the dollar, hardly 
ever payable in specie, and ulti- 
mately will create a panic and dis- 
aster. 

The people of the United States 
should remember that no Demo- 
cratic financing of our government 
has ever been successful and usually 
has brought disaster and scandal. 

We certainly should change the

BIDS PASTOR 
A “GOD-SPEED.” 


Baptists Support Dr. Francis 
in War Work. 


His Lest Addresses 
Starting Itinerary. 
Church Asks Congress for a 


Baptists of Los Angeles gave Dr. 
James A. Francis a rousing “God- 
speed” yesterday at two services in 
the First Baptist Church, whose 
pastorate he temporarily drops to 
carry on religious work among the 
men of the army, under the aus- 
pices of the T. Mu. C. A. War Council, 
At both morning and evening 
services the church auditorium was 
filed to capacity, and the spirit of 
patriotism was very apparent. At 
the morning service the church 
membership voted unanimously to 
pay $100 a month toward the sup- 
port of Dr. Francis while he is en- 
gaged in the army work. The 
church has granted him a leave of 
absence for four months, with priv- 
lege of a longer time, if needed. 

Dr. Francis expects to receive or- 
ders about the middle of the week 
that will outline his itinerary, and 
he will leave Los Angeles immedi- 
ately thereafter. At last night's 
service the church voted to send a 
message to California's members of 
Congress at Washington, urging that 
prohibition be adopted as a war 
measure. 


HIS MESSAGE. 


The sermon theme of Dr. Francis 
yesterday morning was “The 
of Kings.“ In this sermon he 
clared t the message he 
carry to the men of the army 
fourfold one—that this is a right- 
eous war in which men can enter 
with conscience; that the 
United States is back of it with all 
its patriotism and wealth, and that 
it will never lay down its arms un- 
til there is a successful issue; that 
there fend be no stain upon the 
American flag; that the Germans 
have stained their flag in such a 
manner that many Germans would 
give their heart’s blood for its et- 
facement, yet it must go down 
through all history with this stain 
upon it; that the American soldiers 
must bring back an unsullied flag in 
this fight for democracy: and thai 
men are built upon a scale of two 
worlds; that death, after all, is only 
a small incident in their careers, 
and that after death they will be 
under the same Sovereign who now 
directs their lives; that Christianity 
and patriotism are very closely 
allied.” 

AT HOME. : 

Last night Dr. Francis spoke on 
“What the Church can a for this 
Country in Time of War.” This. 
sermon was more especially for the 
folks who remain at home. i 
Francis made a plea for a life at 
home that is well worth fighting 
for; that every possible pressure be 
brought upon the leaders of the na- 
tion to secure war prohibition, and 
that the chureh must maintain its 
activities for the bettermnt of hu- 
manity, with no let up during the 
period of war. 

Regarding the advantage of war 

prohibition, Dr. Francis stated that 
the United States must not under- 
take to saddle itself with booze and 
the German conflict at the same 
time; that as an ecomonic measure 
the adoption of war prohibition is 
imperative. He cited that the liquor 
bill of England would provide a pen- 
son for life of $10 a week for the 
family of every man of that nation 
who has been slain in war. 
It was in the midst of this portion 
of the sermon that some one in the 
congregation arose and moved that 
the message referred to above be 
adopted and sent at once to the 
Senators and Con en and the 
motion was unanimously adopted.
